for his •crime' on Feb 14.

Originating in Rome, the holiday was soon 
wide-spread, and customs soon started. In 
England, partridges and blackbirds returned 
from the south in February, building nests in 
preparation to raise- their young. Many 
women thought of love and marriage when, 
the birds began nesting, using magic spells 
and charms to predict who their husbands 
would be.
